Execution of the “Italian

Azzaro, Gilardo and Sylvestri 
Pay the Penalty of 
Their Crime. 


The Murderers Eat a Hearty Break- 
fast and March to the Scaffold 
Maintainiug a Stolid Demeanor— 


Sylvestri Breaks Down—Azzaro's 


Horrible Sufferings—The Crime, 


Cutcaco, November 14—Gilardo, Azzaro and 
Syivestri, the toree Italian murderers, who are to 
hang at noon to-day for the wurder of their fellow- 
countryman, Pillipo Caruso, passed a quiet aight. 
They all siept quietiy until daybrean, when they 
all arose and lighting cigarettes kept up an ant 
mated conversation with each other until a little 
after 8 o'viock, when their breakfast, consist 
ing of oyster, fish and potatoes fried in oil, veal 
cutlets, coffee and toast, was brought them. They 
ate with seeming relish. After they had finished, 
Father Moretti arrived and mass was celebrated 
As Gary as 9 o'clock a. m., there vas a large crowd 
assembled in the vicinity of the county jail. 

THE EXECUTION. 

The execution of Azzaro, Sylvestri and Gilardo 
took place at noon to-d y in the County Jail, the 
drop falling at precisely 12:09 o'clock. There sas 
no delay in carrying out the programme previously 
arranged, and the carrying out of the extreme 
penalty of the law was done in a befitting manner 

At Ii o'clock the representatives of the press, 
waiting in the main office, were allowed to take 
their seats in front of the gallows With the 
reporters came a number of Italian residents of the 
city and several county and city officials, maxing 
inallagrowd of about fifty The scaffold was 
painted a ep black. From the beam overhead 
depended the three ropes with which it was intend- 
ed to choke the guilty wretches The ends of all 
chree ropes rested on three cane- 
dottomed chairs, placed directly over 
as many traps. Back of the 
chairs, ata distance of ten feet, was an oblong 
structure abo it twice the size ofa big dry goods 
box, in which was stationed the men whose duty it 
was 

TO SPRING THE TRAPS. 

Fresh accessions were added to the crowd 
until within baif an hour the crowd numbered fully 
800. About fifteen minutes before the condemned 
were marched in, the coroner's jury appeared and 
took seats in the front row At 11:45 the con- 
demned men, with ther spiriiual advisers, 
were taken to the jai) library, where their 
death warrant was read. While this was being 
done they betrayed no great emotion, having ap- 
parentiy become reconciled to their fate, At 11:49 
this formality had been accomplished and the 
march to the seaffold was begun, The 
procession proceeded from the library to the 
main office of the jail, thence through the 
cage to main soutb corridor, and then to the scaf- 
fold by way of the stairs leading to the second 
gallery. Ou arriving at the spot of execution the 
condemned men were at once placed in proper 
position on the trap, side by side. Guardo 
maintaioed an especially brave demeanor, 
as did Syivestri, but Azzaro kept his eyes closed 
continually and was apparently 

ON THE VERGE OF BREAKING DOWN. , 
They all repeated in Italian the prayers for the 
dying as first pronounced by the 
priests. This occupied about five minutes, 
and after the prayers were finisned, 
Jaller Fols adjusted the straps andthe white caps.

The narrative of Judge Wear'sact possesses a 
genera: interest in tuat it shows vew utterly the 
ends of justice can be defeated by tue exercise of 
petty tyranny on the bench, avd how wealtu aad 
corporate power can obiainends by the aid of 
Ju iges to the oss aud injury of poor indiv.duais 
aud of tue ple, especiauy by means of change 
of venue wituout cause. One case of pafriicu.ar 
Interest is that of Harman vs Tacaett. Oue bird 
Tackett armed nimseif, and taking men and teams 
went into the field of John Harman, an old mau, and 
teling nim taat he would ut hiin if he wter- 
tered, too away one hundred and fifty bushels of 
coru.

SLEEP AND DEATH. 


The Close Relationship Between the 
Two Conditions. 
Form the British Medica: Jouruai, 

The relationship between sleep, the cousin 
of death,” and death itself, is probably rvai as 
well as apparent. The distance whica separates 
them is great, but there are intermediate con- 
vections, grades of dissolution as of develup- 
ment. Among these the similar states of 
trance and hibernation are worthy of special 
notice. For sleep and for trance, one cause, 
the exhaustion cniefly of the nervous matter, 
hut more or less of every organ and tissue, is 
assignable, The hysterical stupor is the slee 
of nerve centers worn out with the assault an 
conflict of stormy reflex action, Healthy sleep 
is the rest of physical elements wearied with 
the same strain applied more gradually, 

Cases have been recorded in which somno- 
lence, continuing for days without cessation, 
bas resembied trance in its duration, while 
preserving all the ordiuary features of natural 
sleep. Various facts support usin associating 
hibernation with the train of organic or func- 
tional changes as the other unconscious states 
which we have been considering. It comes 
like a habit; it has, one may say, annual re- 
turn; its apparent cause is the oppression of 
external cuid, and the animals it affects are 
mostly those which, from their bodily struct- 
ure or habits, are subject to great periodic 
variations of temperature. Vital tissue is ex- 
hausted and function is in part suspeuded, 
probably because the pumbnessof cold has 
taken nold upon the radicies of the outward 
circulation, and of that of the brain surface 
which is connected with it by numerous anas- 
tomoses. In such a case anaemia would seem 
to be the cause of the winter sieep, as there is 
evidence to show that it is also the cause of 
that temporary starvation of brain which lulls 
without arresting its action in the natural re- 
pose of each night. 

We may even regard the lethargy, ended by 
death, into which a man falls when exposed to 

tcold as short and mortal hibernation.

Mr. Lawrence Barrett’s Work and 
Plans for the Future. 
ns 


His Promised Production of Hugo's 
“Heruani"—The New Play of George 
H. Boker—The Booth Tour—The 
Public's Judgment of Emma Abbott

Gossip — Dramatic and Musical

Mr. Lawrence Barrett is a progressive man. He 
is not content to run in the ruts made by his pre- 
decessors or accept the traditions of the stage with- 
out question, orto take what lies ready-made to 
his hands without attempting to add anything to 
the sum of the drama’s treasures.

distinct «kinds of tragedians. One takes the old 
plays, the old business and the traditional methods, 
and does what he canto please with them The 
other is constantly reaching after something better, 
something new, something which will be a distinct 
gain to art, tothe stage and tothe public.

Those who 
have faith in the ultimate triumph of true art and 
culture in the drama, amid a flood of trash, artifi- 
cial effects, charlatan methods and non- 
sense, look to him as the mainstay 


and pillar of the cause. His keen judgment 
is now recognizing and rescuing meritorious works 
and is giving the public an opportunity to judge 
them and to gain whatever pleasure there may be 
in Dew creatlons. |. 


There are those who accuse Mr. Barrett of lack of 
magnetism, of hauteur, of severity of style and 
eccentricity of manners and methods.

novels of the better class, is a curious compound of 

good wad bad qualities. “There are three classes 

of novelists,” observes Mr. Hammond on page 476 

of this, his latest novel, “who are now engaging 

atten ion. The first has ima cination but no con- 


structive skill or knowledge of human nature The 
second bas constructive skill but no knowledge of 
human nature and no imagination, and the third 
bas none of these qualifications. A fourth ciass, 
possessing all the requisites, is yet to come. Til it 
does we si.all have no great novelis 3.“ Mr. Ham- 
mond omits to state to which of these classes he 
himself belongs, leaving it to be inferred that he 
considers k imself , budding member of the fourth 
class, but is too modest to say 80. 
If this is Mr. Hammond's opinion, we beg to 
differ from bim. Judging from “A Strong-minded 
Woman,” we should place him in a fifth class not 
mentioned, namely a grade of novelists who pos- 
sess some imagnation and considerable knowledge 
of human nature. but who are deficient in con- 
structive skill, and, further, in the judicious selec- 
tion of a title for their work when completed. 

Mr. Hammond's last novel is damned by its title. 
Who in all the c.vilized world wantsto read about 
strong-minded women, as that term is usually un- 
derstood? The being which the phrase has now 


come to represent is categoried, in the mind of 
every representative of the human race, with 


book-agents and ghosts, a thing to be shunned and 
dreaded, and before whom the laws of cbivairy 
avd courtesy may justifiably be set aside. 
Moreover, the titie is not inclusive. The book 
conians at least six, instead of one, every 
female character, being more or less strong-mi..ded. 
Amon. st there s K it is impossibie to tell hien is 
the sirong-minde: individual who gives the title to 
the work. Mr. Hammond's object is apparently to 
prove that a trong- minded“ woman need not of 
necessity be objeciionabie, unladylike, coarse or 
vuigar, and it wiil be noticed in real life that many 
women with literary tastes and even wedded to 
the Woman's Ricat's movements, sre as geutle and 
refined aud courteous as others whose m.nds 
never soar above their visiting jist and their las: 
new vonoet. A woman of cu.ture aod iearning—a 
woman with strength of mind aud opmions of her 
own, is not of necessity. therefore, a ‘stroug- 
minded women,” tbe latter term having been 
wrested out of its real signification to exe.oplify a 
coarse, vu ger., underbred loud-voiced creature of 
whom Mies Billy Bremen.“ a munor charcter in 
the work, isa fair sp: cimen.

Where each seems bappy with his own, 
Oh! friends I ask not for your pity, 

l wal« alone.” 


That is try. It came from the depths ofa 
heart welling over with sorrow and try. Mr. 
Warder's verses smack of the study table Another 
object.on to some of these verses are that they are 
— of the most barefaced kind. For ex- 
ample, 


“Laugh and the world joins with you,“ 
and 


“Smile and the world will seek you; 
Frown and your friends depart,” 


is simply a second edition of those well-known 
verses by (if we mistake not) Ellen Wheeler Wilcox. 


„Lauch and the world laughs with you; 
Weep, and you weep alone.“ 


Occasionally an additional line is thrust into a 
verse. in addition to a plagiarism, with most ridic- 
ulous effect, as in 
“Brea. break, break o'er the purple dawa, oh 


day, 
Break in gleams of silver and gold, 
For a sou! is boru where the night grows old, 
And scatter the gioom away.” 


“Oh well for the sun in the morn, 

That it treads not the beat of the way: 
Oh. well for the soul in ts earthly tou, 
That it dreams of a brighter day. 


Etc., etc. 

Tre remaining verses are some of them in the 
measure of t, first and ome inthat of che second 
verse, while all are painfully suggestive of Tenny- 
son aud water. 

But a more unpardonable fault than any lies in 
the fact that the author has not even taken the 
trouble to see that his measure is correct. 
It would be difficult to find a single poem 
in which jhe measure and rhythm ere a: ything like 
passab'e, while in some the®writer seems to have 
forgotten that he was undertaking to write verse at 
all. A school-girl woul! scarce y be guilty of such 
egregious biunders. Mr. War ler mar not be a 
poet, that is his misfor une; but he migh. at least 
take the trouble to count his syilabies. Some of 
his nes are nonsense, Others are not even in En- 
giish. Here 1s a line for example: 

“A od changing seasous quickly chase 

E ch other o'er the path sue run.“ 
the ru being dragged into ruyme with sun.“ 
Then here is a nice seusibie line: 
“For he dreaded the fate, tuat his fate was to be 
‘Neath the waves that were plunging and roaring.” 

Women iove love more than lovers.“ is a phrase 
which forms tue title and subjec of, and occurs sev- 
eral times in a poem on pace ! To begin with 
it is neecessary for tne reader to think about half 
an hour belore he can get the meaniag at all, and 
when he does tue idea strikes him as rather a suly 
one. At best tis an awkwardly expressed sen- 
tence, and scarcely worth, ove woud think, the 
trouble of enlarging into verse. But the book w 
ful of such faults from beginning to end, and the 
on:y comfort we can take to ourselves, or bestow 
upon Mr. Warder, may be embodied in a critic.em 
we ouce heard from an indulgent father respecting 
some verses of his diugchter’s: Where wouid be 
te fame of Tennyson or ordsworth if they were 
judged by the worst of their fugitive pieces?’ And 
these may prove to be the woistot Mr. warder's.

SPARK'S TIMBER BULING. 


Mines and Smelters Obiiged te Close— 
Thousands Out of Employment. 

Burrz, M. T., November 1.— Land Commis- 
sioner Spark's recent ruling in reference to the 
cutting of timber upun the public lands for mining 
uses has caused intense excitement here and 
throughout Montana. It is alleged that, if en- 
forced, it will close up the mines and force the 
smeliers to shut down It practically shuts the 
mines and mining companies out from timber, and 


Will compel thousands to leave the country. Tue 
laws do not permit any one to secquire a title to 
timber lands or to purchase the timber. Pecitions 
are beipg sicped in every camp in the Territory for 
the abrogation of the order, and a committee of 
prominent mining men will take these pecitions to 
W asuington and wore fully present the claims of 
the miners. The salt used in the mills of Butte for 
reducing silver oe is secured trom Salt Lake. Tue 
freignt on n from Ogden, 440 miles, is $26 per ton. 
Against toils chatye tue mi owners have loug pro- 
tested. Tuey have now combined and determined 
that unless a reduction is made in freigut cuarzes 
they win close tueir woras on January 1. This 
decision on the part of tue mal owners has pro- 
duceu the greatest consternation nere, as it will 
throw 5,00U or 6,000 men out of work in mid winter, 
and be a serious vow to tue city.

LABOR'S DEMAND. 


The Eight-Hour Movem ent to Be Vigor- 
ously Agitated May 1. 1886. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcH. 

New Yors, November 14.— Every trades union 
in this city has signified to the Centra! Labor Union 
its intention to joi n in a general demand upon em- 
ployers that after May 1 next eight hours shall bea 
day’s work, and they will demand also, if they 
think they are strong enough to enforce the de- 
mand, that a day’s pay shall not be reduced. The 
question is discussed at nearly every Sunday 
meeting of the Central Labor Union, and reports 
from other central unions throught the United 
States say that their memb ers favor the movement. 
It is almost certain that the demand will be made 
and enforced if possible. As to the 
manner of its enforcement, nothing 


bas been suggested yet except by John Most in his 
Freiheit. That irresponsible person says, weekly. 
that no demand of the workingmen will be heeded 
that is not backed by the bayonet At next 
Sunday's meeting the Central Labor Union will 
appoint a committee to get up & mass-meeting to 
agitate the eight-hour movement, and will call 
upon eminent speakers from other cities to talk. 
‘lhe eight-hour question began to be agitated 
seriously at workingmen's meetings in the fall of 
1884. It was then thought that the uniors would 
be in a condition to enforce it the following Jan- 
uary. ‘ibe question entered into the election 
of some of the members of the 
Assembly a year ago, and maoy were then 
pledved to do whatever lay in their 
power to make the movement a success. Nearly 
all of them have been re-elected. It was said that 
employers made large contracts at the @ginning of 
the year, and that to set the date of the change at 
January 1, 188, would give them time enough to 
make their contracts upon an eight-hour basis. A 
few ofthe wise heads said that the eight-hour 
movement was a grand step forward for work- 
ingmen, aud that a stumbie would 

SET THEM BACK FIFTY YEARS, 
The public must be educated, and the movement 
must grow upon them. Two years would be needed, 
any bow. or at the shortest a y 
was settied shortly afterward 
demand should be made on May K 
aud that every means should be employed to 
provoke discussion and keep the subject before the 
public. The Knights of Labor are said to be pledged 
to tue Movement and to promise every effort for ijs 
success. “Jt is agreed by neariy every person who 
has given the subject a thought.“ said a prominent 
jabor agitator, “tuat there are more workmen than 
are needed to do the work in the country, and work- 
men in no industry are sure of employment from 
ope day to another. Should a number of them be- 
come dissatisfied with their wages or manner of 
emp oyment it would do them no good to express 
dissatisfaction, for hundreds of other workmen, 
equally skiiliul, are ready to take 
their places. Whiie = trades ubions are 
looking out for the few, te greater 
number suffer, and are at the mercy of their em 
ployers and unemployed working wen. Lessening 
the hours of iabor irom teu to eight a day gives 
employment to the unemployed. And why should 
not this be done? Io the first place machinery has 
been introduced that throws cut of employment 
hundreds of workingmen. The employers get the 
benefit of thisat first, and a long ume afterward 
the public. ‘he workman who has spent years in 
accunlulating his knowledge and readiness has to 
make way for a man less skilled. The steamers on 
the ocean have cheapened passage so that, in cass 
of a refusai on tue part of the workmen to accept 
the wages empioyers are willing to pay, 
ina few weeks hundreds of workmen, crushed in 
spirit, half starved and haif clothed, land on our 
shores and take the others’ places. Aud the work- 
men already bere, accustomed for years to do one 
thing, find it a great Lardship to turn about and 
learn to do something else. It has been calculated 
that the shortening of the hours of labor by two 
hours Will pretty neariy give empicyment to all 
who are now idle without sensibiy increasing tue 
cost of things, for eixht-nour men will work harder 
and better than the ten-hour men. Whether tue 
calculation is correct or not, things will hum next 
May if tuere is any serious opposition from employ- 
ers to the eight hour movement. The working 
men want /eisure to improve their minds and get 
acquainted with their cuudren, and they are going 
to Lave it.”

AN IMPROVED RAILWAY. 


The Mechanical Engineers Inspeet 
system of Elevated Kuilway. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatou. 

Bostox, November 14—Tne Mechanical Engi- 
neers who are holding their Nationai Convention in 
Boston visited Cambridge yesterday and inspected 
the Meigs system of Elevated Railway. The in- 


ventor is constructing there, to rua on about a balf 
rule track, a full sized locomotive and car to test ihe 
feasibility of bis scheme. He expects to have it 
running by January 12. Ine visitors then went 
to the yard wuere a section of the full sized 
track was built and mounted. On this were the 
partially covered skeletons of a locomotive, a 
tender and one passenger car, cylindrical in form 
and resembiing three huge steam boilers or oil 
cars. It a not a necessity of the Meigs system 
that this rolling stock should be built in this 
form, but the inventor thinks it will prove more 
economical and commodious, be stronger and 
offer less res®iance to the wind.

LIVING ON FLATBOATS. 


The Curious People Who Dwell 
Along the North River Front. 


Homes by the Water's Edge Because 
They Are Cheap—A Piano Heard 
Among the Rafts—The Strange Com- 

munity in Which Mrs. Becker Died. 


A person wandering along the river front north 
from the foot of Tyler street is struck by two small 
river settlements which meet the view, one consist- 
ing of a half dozen small homes on the gray sand 
petween the railroad tracks and the river, and 
Tyr street and Labeaume, and the other 
comprising twice as many rude shelters lying 
among the rafts and wood-piles that cover the bank 
north of Harrison street. The people who live in 
these settlements have been called squatters, and a 
wild, adventurous come-day go-day spirit has been 
attributed to them whenever there has been 
occasion to refer to them in print. The other day 


a member of one of these communities 
died. It was a woman, and she closed her eyes for 
the eternal sleep, in the small 6x8 wali tent in 
which she had lived with her 16-year-old son for 

a year. A bit of black crape was bung beside the en- 
trance to the tent, and for thirty-six hours or longer 
the woman's remains rested upon a couple of boards 
supported by the only two chairs the tent held. 
awaiting burial. The death created no consterna- 
tion in the community at the foot of Tyler street. 
The locomotives that dragged heavy freight trains 
past the death chamber. shrieked and snorted 

as usual; the blasts were heard in the adjacent 
quarry; smoke curled from all the other chimmeys; 
the men went about their daily toil, the women 
kept busy at their household occupations. 


WHERE MRS. BECKER DIED. . 

Occasionally a brakeman jumped from a passing 
train, ran to the door, took a peep in at the sheeted 
form on the boards and, running back to the cars, 
clambered back to his trakes again. Some city 
pe@Ple who were in the neighborhood went that 
way to see the strange picture which a piece of 
crape made hanging on the outside of a tent. 
About 4 o’ciock of the second day of the woman's 
death a furniture wagon backed up behind the 
tent anda colored man, a rough-featured white 
girl and a smooth-faced neatly-dressed white 
boy of 16, appeared, and began to 
drag out of tue tent all the wretched 
furniture which it contained. The boy was the 
dead woman's son, the girl was her daughter, the 
colored man was, so the neighbors said, the 
dauguter's busband. They were taking the furni- 
ture and other stuff to the daughter’s home, which 
is somewbere on Eleventh street, and what was to be 
done with tue remains had not then been determined 
as the Coroner had not yet held an inquest. Here 
was the history of several lives as clearly expressed 
in this incident as if it had been printed in wvod 
type, and it was a tearfu', heart-rending history, 
too. The dead woman was Mrs. Elizabeth Becker, 
aged 43, who came to this side from East St. Louis 
about a year ago. The neighbors 
said he was kind of flighty, and 
according to her own statement she had been 
ailing for eight or ten years. Some years go ber 
husband abandoned her and since that time she 
had been queer. She insisted on living in the man- 
ner in which she lived. because she desired to be 
independent, and probably, too, because it gave 
hera kind of seciusion which her habits made 
desirable. Her tent was pitched on the east edge 
ofalumber yard and within a few feet of the 
Wabash tracks. It contained a bed, two chairs, a 
trunk, a table and the usual complement of Lins 
and other small articles that are necessary in the 
routine of housekeeping. Laid across small tim- 
bers were ill-fitting piecesof board that gave 
the place a floor, and the walls of the tent were 
strengthened by board walls inside. Here the boy, 
whose smali wages supported the house, said he 
and his mother lived comfortably, neither the 
wind nor the rain causing them any inconvenience. 
To-day the tent is gone and the other dweliers in

this community have forgotten Mrs. Becker, and 
quit thinking of des th. When young Becker was 
asked by. the Posr-Dis raren reporter why his 
mother chose tent life, he answered that it was be- 
cause she iked it. She caught no driftwood from 
the river, stole no coal from the cars, or indulged 
in any of the practices of a vagrant; her boy 
brouzht his weekly earnings to her and with it she 
maintained the establishment. 

In this respect Mrs. Becker's mode of life is 
much the same as that of the other dwellers on 
the river front. They live in cabins buiit on flat- 
boats, but nearly every one of them has legitimate 
work, and the only end aimed at by all seems to be 
escape from paying house rent and enjoying the 
advantages of free firewood, which is offered to all 
persons living in this neighborhood. 

The Post-Dispatcm reporter who went through 
the settlement at the foot of 
street found that it was composed 
four flatboat residences,a shanty and the Becker 
tent. The shanty was occupied by a negro family, 
the male members of which “follow the river” in 
the capacity of roustabouts. Two of the flatboats 

tenanted by steamboatmen and their

who catch driftwood and have dogs and chickens 
roaming through the front and back lors 
at will. The fourth boat belongedto the oldest 
inbabitant” of the river settlements, Christian 
Asderse:,a Dane, who bas lived inthis manner 
aiong the bank for the past fifteen or twenty years, 
Anderson is 55 years old, and bas been a sailor and 
surveyor in the old country. His wife died twenty 
years ago and he came io America. He drifted to 
the shores of the Mississippi, and soon began to 
leading bis independent lifeas a cock of the 
wharf. * He built himself a flatboat and puta 
house on it. This was his home. Then he went into 
business as a boat builder on a small „ giving 
up pest of his cabin to his worksho» and plying his 
tools leisurély. He would wait until some- 
body came along who wanted a boat and 
then he'd build it for from $6 to $10. As winte: 
2 he would get a stock of boats on hand, 

er bis flatboat residence for sale, buiid himself a 
sail boat, and, when the residence was sold, start 
for New Orleans with his string of skiffs, which 
were disposed of along the route. The trip to New 
Orleans usually fliled in the winter. Returning with

Andersen was on ar ¢ belonging to the 
Wiggins Ferry Company an paid nothing. 
Wharfage was paid only when the Commissiqner 
took a notion to stro'l that way and demand it. 
The average cost of living for a family was $2 to $38 
a week. There was little sickness among the boat 
dwellers. some of whose cabins touched the water's 
edge and otners of which were hundreds of yards 

way. The shanties are ruder looking than the 
a Oats, and only the poorest people tenant them.
